Lilies  can  be  dug  in  the  Puget  Sound  country 
from  August  to  February,  commencing  with  the 
Madonna  and  ending  with  the  Speciosums.  They 
should  be  planted  as  soon  as  received.  If  in  doubt 
write  to  the  Lily  Gardens,  as  it  is  impossible  to 
give  full  details  in  a  short  list.  A  good  book  for 
amateurs  is  “Lilies”  by  H.  S.  Adams,  published  by 
McBride,  Nast  &  Co.,  New  York.  $1.10  post-paid. 


A  Grower’s  Notes 

Lilies  have  the  name  of  being  hard  to  grow. 
They  axe  not.  But  you  must  observe  a  few  simple 
rules. 

They  must  have  good  drainage. 

Stem-rooting  varieties  must  be  planted  deeply. 
The  rest  about  three  times  their  depth. 

Never  give  lilies  fresh  manure.  A  mulch  of  very 
well-rotted  manure  in  the  Winter  is  good.  Leave 
it  there  during  the  Summer. 

They  all  like  a  ground-cover,  therefore  plant 
them  among  other  flowers  or  shrubs.  In  fact  the 
shrubbery  border  is  an  ideal  place. 

They  all  like  leaf  mold  or  peat. 


Lily  Seeds 


We  sometimes  have  on  hand  seeds  of  various 
lilies.
